» Up to the time of going to press 
the Ghina Mail is.able to state, on 
reliable authority, that no’ demon- 
‘stration has ovcurred, This. is, of 
* course, due to the excellent prepara- 
tions made by the Criminal Investi- 
gation Department to deal with all 
emergencies, based on past experi- 
ence. 

It, is probably due to knowledge 
of the preparedness of the Police, 
rather than to lack of «desire 
to cause trouble, which has ‘made 
‘the locat “Reds behave. 

Of course, there were a few at- 
tempts to broadcast seditious liter- 
ature, which is regarded by Offi- 
cinls a3 inevitable, but even 
théx waa done tin a half-hearted 
spirit, and the leaflets which have 
been picked up were of a decidedly 
mild nature ‘compared with those 
which were once very much in avid. 
ence, 

Seditious ‘Literature. 

‘The only case of an attempt to 
distribute literature ‘on the faland 
occurred last night, when a Chinese 
showered some leaflets into the 
‘street from the roof of the Meichow 
Hotel. He soon repented his action 
ond. discovered that his “trick” 
was not’ effective, for the Police 
went to the hotel roof and got him. 
The man turned out to be “yellow” 
instead of “red” and surrendered 
without. even, offering ‘the mildest 
Kind of “excitement.” 

On the. ‘maintand, two other 
equally “sellow'* men made at- 


tempts to broadcast literature with: |. 


out the least show of enthusiasm 
for thelr task. They just crept 
along in the gloom of the pavement 
‘under verandahs and threw ‘small 
batches of. leaflets into the darken- 
ed doorway, of a few houses. * 


One ofthe’ men operated in the|- 
:Shamshuipo - district and the other |. 


"in Mongkok. The Police were lying 
in wait for them under the 
verandahs and .they were seized 
after ‘they. had been , observed 
throwing the- leaflets into a few 
doorways. All the leaflets were 
subsequently. collected, , so that 
when morning came there was no 
indication, for those living in the 
vicinity, that the Communists. had 
“been at work during the night. 

Their Bravest Deeds. 

The three instances ' related 
above were the “bravest” deeds of 
the “Reds” in preparation for May 
Day 1930. "A few other agents who 
had .been chosen to further the 
cause were so careful for their own 
‘skins that thoy dumped their loads 
of literature In various | latrines 
and “called it a night’s work,” as 
cone of -the antl-“Red” squad put it 
‘this ‘morning. THe leaflets were 
taken by the Police and destroyed. 

In ‘a few isolated, places the 
“Reds” put up some posters, but 
again the Police were wide awake 
and promptly tore them down.

PROBLEMS OF 
~ SMALL SHIP. 


THE ‘CONTINUED INCREASE IN 
‘ COSTS. 


CARGO ‘-HANDLING, — 


Presiding over the annual meet- 
ing of the General Steam Naviga- 
tion Company. London, the chair- 
man, Mr. W. J. MeaAlister, pointed 
te ‘some of the problems, of 
the small ship and the very keen 


{competition with Continental own- 


ers, He said:— 

The price of bunkers curing 1929 
was: lower, but the saving thus 
effected was more than wiped out 
hy the continued iherease in the 
cost of handling ‘cargo, ‘It’ may 


interest you to know that our aver-, 


age cost for hanWing cargo in 
London to-day 1s more than, three 
times the 1914 figure, whereas at 
one of the near Continental ports 
in-competition with London the 
comparative increase is less than 
twice the cost. I leave you to im- 
agine what a tremendows burden 
this means to a company, such as 
ours handling in London alone 
about a million and a quarter tons 
of cargo per annum. . 

The cause of this increase in 
London is not:so much the higher 
rates of wages as the conditions 
under which ovr ships at present 
have to be worked—conditions 


which operate heavily and unfatrly 


in the case of smull . steamers. 
These go in and out.of port every 
few days, and owing to the exiven- 
cies of their trades have to 
commence loatling or discharging 
at irregulay times, thus got being 
able to make full use of the recog- 
nised working day. If only con- 
ditions of work more suitable to 
the special needs of the small ship 
could be devised, I feel sure the 
men could and would co-operate 
with the employers to reduce the 
cost of handling eargo to an ‘econo- 
mic level, to the benefit. of every- 
one concerned in the. prosperity: of 
the port. : 
Leith Trade. 

In order’to deal adequately with 
the. requirements. of our Leith 
trade, with which our company has 
been intimately. connected for over. 


“fone hundred years, we decided to 


embark on a scheme of exténsion 
and improvements at Irongate 
Wharf, Under. the supeivision- of 
Messrs. Rende}, Palmer and Trit- 
ton, civil engineers, the wharf -is 
being extended towards the river.

DAL CURRENTS. 


Prize for ] Liverpool. 
- Scientist. 


‘A prize, valued £150, awarded by 
the Royal Society of Arts, for Im- 
provements in the science or prac- 
tice of navigation has been award- 
ed to Dr. A, T. Doodgon, asgocinte: 
director, ‘of Liverpool Observatory 
and Travel Institute, for his work 
on the analysis‘and prediction of 
tidal currents. 

Twenty entries were submitted, 
for this prize, and on the unanim. 
ous recommendation of the judges 
the council have awarded the prize 
to Dr. Doodson. 

Dr. Doodson's work on tidal curs ; 
rents arose out of the need for pre- 


| dictions of the times of slack water 


in the passes of British Columbia 
and the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
Since navigation is impossible 
when the currents are flowing at 
full strength, the difficulty of ana- 
lysis and predicion lay in the very 
complex variations of the current, 
In British waters’ the tides and 
tidal currents are comparatively 
simple, but in Canadian waters and 
elaewhere, morning and afternoon 
are very. unequal In height and 
‘these daily inequalities in the 
height of the tide have«no obvious 
or simple relation to the inequality 
in the strength of the current. 
The direct method of analysis de- | 
signed by Dr, Doodson Jed to very 
accurate prediction ‘of the times 
of slack water. The predictions 
are: published annually by” the 
Canadian Hypographic Department , 
and the methods are being applied 
to tHe: obsurvation of. other waters.

Effect of High 
Speeds. 


Ag the burden of taxation borne 
hy motoristy is always increased 
rather .than reduced, it behoves 
motorists themselves to endeavour % 
keep down their running costs, 
One of the first things that a novice 
should clearly understand ‘is :that, 


maintaining high. speeds is one of 


the surest ways of running up exr 
penses, Fuel’ consumption - in- 
creases at a.surprising rate, even 
the best engine tends to fling out oil, 
‘the life of . tyres is shortened con- 
siderably, and if the speed is main- 
tained without any regard to the 
road’ surface, breakages may result, 
Few motorists, nowadays have sufli- 
cient patience to limit their. speed 
of travel to 25 m.p.h. on the open 
road, yet if the experiment were 
tried for & month the difference in 
rynning costs between driving under 
those conditions and, say, at 40 
m.p.h. whenever the opportunity 
Presented itself, would - be appre- 
ciable: It fg possible, however, to 
strike the-happy medium by touring 
along at about 30 m.p.h. and obtain- 
ing thereby the maximum enjoy- 
ment from the countryside. i.

An Interesting 
: _ Analysis, 


The nuniber of Alling, stations on 
main roids nowadays is go large, 
and the methods vt supplying petrol 
from pumps {3 so rapid that . it 
might .be argued that there iy no 
longer much need fora car to be 
provided with a large petrol tank. 
Then again, on the majority of cars 
thdre is a clearly visible petrol 
gauge and a reserve supply made 
available by turning a tap, go that 
it is highly unlikely that any but 
the most careless of drivers would 
become stranded by shortage of 
fuel. 

On the other hand, a rhodern car 
is cupable of running for prolonged 
per.os at high speeds, so that it is 
irritating to the driver who is try- 


‘ling tc cover, say, 160 miles fn four 


hours, if he his ‘to pull up at an’ 
intermediate point in order to take 
more fuel on board. | There is 4lso 
a psychological aspect, to the sub- 
ject, namely, that the less frequent- 
ly an owner has to stop and fill, up

the tank’ the less likely is he to be 
dissatisfied with’ the!petrol con- 
sumption of ‘his car! . 
An Interesting Analysis. 
Believing this subject to be one 


‘lof general interest to owner-drivers, 


the Autocar carried out un analysis 
of a large number of well-known 
makes of car, based upon the spe- 
cifications which included figures 
given by the car manufacturers 
for tank capacity and for miles per 
" In making’ this analysis 
(guys the Autocar) we divided the 
cars into four clagses, selecting 
from 12 to 20. individual makes in 
each clasy, and the division was 
made as follows:—Baby cars up to 
10 h.p, rating; medium-sized four- 
cylinder cars; medium-sized “sixes,” 
and large cars with a rating exceed- 
ing 26 hp. 
Continental, Cars Score. 

The result of this analysis is that 
for the smullest-cars the average 
tank vapacity.. provided is 5% 
gullons, In each casé we took the 
figure for, tank capacity, and 
multiplied it by the makers’ figure 
for m.p.g., 80 obtaining. the mileage 
which that particular car -would run 
on one tankful; these mileages were 
also ‘averaged, giving a result (for 
the amullest cars) of 215 miles. In. 
cidentally, this gives a calculated 
average of 29 mg. for the petrol 
consumption, — 

The same process .was applied to 
the other car classes, and for the 
medium-sized . four-cylinder cara, 
gave a result of 10% gallons for 
tank capacity and. 270 miles for 
maximum distance covered, the, con- 
sumption averaging 25% m.p.g.

HEATING SYSTEMS. 


. Observations’ on children attending 
three virtually unheated open-air 
schools showed that their -officieney in 
very cold weather was only about half 
that of children in heated schoots, 

This is‘one of many interesting dis- 
coveries made by Dr. WH. M. Vernon 
and Dr, T. Bedford, assisted by Mr. 
C. G. Warner, whose “Study of heat- 
ing and ventilating. schoola” has been 
published by the Industrial Health 
Research Board. 

Inthe last few years, the report 
states, several new methods had been 
adopted for the ventilation and heating 
of achools, offices, and other buildings, 
and it was considered desirable to ascer- 
tain whether their adoption, in suitable 
canes would be likely to conduce to the 
health and comfort of industrial work- 


‘Jers, and enable them to perform their 


manuul work with the greatest possible 
efficiency, The novel forms of heating 
investigated were under-floor heating 
and pancl heating, while the ventila- 
tion consisted of various. degrees of 


Jopen-nir and semi-open-air ventilation. 


Under-floor heating was adopted in 
Roman times, and it. was'recently em- 
ployed in Liverpool Cathedral. “Eri 
considering the suitavility of any 
systems of ventilation and heating,” 
the report emphasises, “attention should 
be pnid to the effect they may’ have on 
the manual dexterity of the individuals 
subjected: to them. This question is 
particularly important in so far as: it 
relates to industrial workers, but it is
